In fact, it could be just 
the beginning of a detailed 
process which will hammer 
out the conditions of 
employment of soccer 
players in this country for a 
long time to come.

The Commission heard the 
abolition of compensation fees 
would create instability in the 
NSL, because compensation fees 
provide a necessary reward for 
clubs which spend money on 
training and developing junior 
players. 

In a technical argument, the 
ASF questioned whether an 
interim award was — an 
appropriate way of dealing with 
the case.

Are you satisfied with 
the progress so far? 

TERRY VENABLES 
(England manager): We 
have had seven games, 
discounting the game in 
Dublin, and I have been 
particularly pleased with the 
way things have gone. 
Against Uruguay we did not 
play very well. But I think 
we were just short of 
winning the game. 

Obviously if we don't 
score goals it is really 
frustrating for everybody 
because we want to 
entertain. I always believe 
that, if you have time, then 
take advantage of it. I think 
we have always got to get 
things right at the back. It is 
no good throwing caution to 
the wind against the best 
teams in Europe and the 
world, otherwise you are 
going to get punished. You 
have to be a bit patient. I 
think our defensive record is 
sound — not that I am 
saying that is what it is all 
about — but I am saying we 
must really start with not 
giving goals away, 

We know we have got 
younger players waiting to 
come in and it’s most 
important that there is a sort 
of hand-over period.

Terry Venables: If you 
look at the World Cup finals 
recently, the most criticised 
coaches in the whole of the 
tournament were Arrigo 
Sacchi and Carlos Alberto. 


They took this terrific _ 


criticism from their own 
people. But they knew what 
they were doing. I spoke at 
length to Carlos. He knew 
Brazil had this great cavalier 
approach but for 20 odd 
years they were getting 
knocked out by the odd goal. 
So he went for a disciplined 
formation with talented 
players. Italy, too, Yet the 
two coaches were booed at 
the World Cup Final when 
they came out on the field! 
Well, you say if you cannot 
get any appreciation when 
you are winning, is it worth 
it? And we all say well it’s 
not worth it but I’m afraid 
it’s that drug — we cannot 
live with the game and we 
cannot live without it. 


You just can’t win, So the 
steady approach is the one I 
am trying. If you change a 
lot and make experiments 
they say we haven’t got a 
consistent side, and, if you 
are consistent, well, they 
complain because they want 
new ames to fill 


newspapers. So we have to 
try to be conistent and then 
bite the bullet when we are 
criticised for it. 

English football is still 
being criticised for a 
lack of technical 
sophistication, isn’t it? 

Terry Venables: We are 

trying to get it right 
tactically but it takes a bit of 
time. I think we are 
improving, 
Does the fashion for 
buying foreign players 
mean England is not 
Producing enough 
young skilled players 
of its own? 

Terry Venables: ! think 
we have a lot of good young 
players. But in the Premier 
League, the clubs look to 
buy ready-made players 
because when they get 
worried about relegation, 
they think young players 
can't win for them in the 
short-term. It’s part of 
Don’s job now to look 
abroad to see whether we 
can improve our players at a 
young age. 

Don Howe: It’s right to 
say it has become the fashion 
to buy a player from abroad. 
You know what happens in 
football. If you're at 
Manchester City and 
Manchester United buy a 
player from abroad then 
you've got to go out and buy 
yourself a player from 
abroad because you've got 
to keep up with the Jonesés. 
Regarding the young player 
coming through — Ajax 
have a wonderful youth 
system, a wonderful youth 
development system and 
I've got to say this: it’s way 
beyond what we can do. 
We've got a school problem 
— as you know our kids 
don't finish school until half 
past three, whereas in 
Holland they finish at 
lunchtime. 

So Ajax can get the kids 
from the Amsterdam area 
for the afternoon. But we are 
bringing them through 


gradually — players like 
Andy Cole and Nicky 
Barmby. We have not got 
our own style. You know 
English football. We do play 
100 miles per hour, 

_ Our crowds do respond to 
good football obviously, but 
mainly~ they want 
excitement. They want the 
ball in the box, they want 
players in the box fighting 
for the ball, I think that’s 
Why our game, our Premier 
League, is sold all over the 
world on television — 
because it's so exciting. 

Is playing at home in 
1996 in England as 
much of an advantage 
as it's made out? 

Terry Venables: | think 
it's been 10 years since a 
team has won the World Cup 
or European Championship 
in their own country so the 
facts don’t really bear it out. 
You have a large support but 
sometimes that can work 
against you. 

{ think Italy found it 
worked against them in 
1990. They had some good 
games but the further they 
got the more nervous they 
got. Our big problem is 
getting friendly games. The 
FA has sent faxes and faxes 
and faxes everywhere to get 
games but other countries 
have got their own qualifying 
matches. [I'm sure that next 
year we'll have them 
queuing round the comer to 
come and play us but this 
year it has been really 
difficult to get the type of 
games that put us to the test. 
When it does come to 
Euro ‘96, which teams 
should people be 
aware of? 

Terry Venables: Croatia, 
for one. Look through their 
players and they are mostly 
playing in Italy and they’ve 
got some outstanding ability. 
Italy themselves are always 
very talented. I think 
Germany have had a sticky 
spell for the first time for 
many years. I actually felt 
during the World Cup that 
they had slipped from the 
standard they normally show 
us. Spain I think are a good 
team. | think Clemente has 
done a good job. A lot of 
good teams. But we'll be 
ready for them, 


Rob Jones and Steve McManaman: The Liverpool duo are the architects of this 
small England wall, 
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footed the 
winner seven minutes 
from the end as Ajax 
beat AC Milan 1-0 last 
Thursday to win the 
European Champions 
Cup for the fourth 
time. 

The 18-year-old forward, 
who entered the game only 
16 minutes earlier, beat a 
despairing late challenge 
from Syonimir Boban to 
net the goal, ending Milan’s 
reign as champion and 
foiling the Italian club’s bid 
to match Real Madrid’s 
tecord of six titles. 

Winger Mare Overmars 
pulled the ball in from the 
left and, with the Milan 
defence caught out of 
position, it was helped on by 
Edgar Davids and Frank 
Rijkaard to Kluivert, who 
pushed the ball past 
goalkeeper Sebastiano Rossi 
from eight metres with 
Baresi sliding in too late. 

Ajax, unbeaten in 33 
matches in the Dutch league 
and twice 2-0 winner over 
Milan in the Champions Cup 
competition this season, last 
won the title in 1973, the last 
of three in a row. 

With talent such as 
Kluivert, Nigerian forward 
Nwankwo Kanu and 
Overmars, it has the chance 
to achieve three more back 
to back, as long as it can 
stop big-spending clubs like 
Milan from buying them. 

Victory sparked wild 
celebrations, not only by 
Ajax fans in the 50,000 
crowd at the Ernst Happel 
stadium, but also by its 
players, 

Kluivert reacted by 
taking off his shirt and 
putting it back on back-to- 
front before he was mobbed 
by his team-mates. 

Milan wound up the 
losing side for the second 
time in three years, having 
tumbled 1-0 at Olympique 
Marseille two years ago in 


ubstitute Patrick

Munich. Last season it 
crushed Barcelona 4-0 in 
Athens. 

The victory for Ajax 
meant a rare feat for 
Rijkaard, who won 
Champions Cup medals in 
1989 and ‘90 playing for 
Milan and scored in each 
final. 

The Milan fans groaned at 
the news that star forward 
Dejan Savicevic was not fit 
to play.

turn violent 


Riot police armed with batons and tear gas charged 
soccer supporters in central Amsterdam last 
Thursday after celebrations for local side Ajax’s 
European Cup final victory over AC Milan turned 
violent. 

Police said 14 people were arrested, and six police 
officers and at least 10 supporters were slightly hurt by 
Inissiles. 

Drunken fans, celebrating Ajax Amsterdam's 1-0 win in 
Vienna against holders AC Milan, tore down bus shelters 
and benches, smashed shop windows and hurled fragments 
and bottles at police and crowd control vans. 

Police fired tear gas grenades into the crowds and made 
repeated baton charges to force the fans away from 
Leidsestraat, the central street through the old town’s 
canals, off one of the city’s main squares, Leidseplein, 
which is lined with expensive shops, 

“We used a Jot of tear gas in the Leidseplein,~ police 
spokesman Klaas Wilting told Reuters. “The people were 
throwing stones at the police and smashing shop windows, 
so we used the gas to clear them out.” 

Those trying to cross the city to get home said the 
central square was impassable because of the gas, 

“You can't get anywhere near there now. You can’t 
breathe at all,” one said. 

Wilting said an extra 200 officers were on duty in the 
city centre.

first-time left-footer 
goalwards. 

The shot was so hard, 
Ajax goalkeeper Edwin van 
der Sar didn’t save it. The 
ball simply hit him and 
rebounded away for a comer 
and Simone rolled onto his 
back and stared up in 
disbelief. 

Before that there was 
been little action for either 
goalkeeper. 

Ajax defender Frank de 
Boer headed far too high 
from a good position from @ 
comer by Finidi George in 
the 19th minute and the first 
on-target shot in the 26th 
was a weak one from 
Simone and it was straight at 
Van de Sar anyway. 

The only other action to 
stir the fans came from Ajax 
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coach Louis van Gaal two 
minutes before half-time. 
Infuriated that his team did 
not get a free-kick, he ran to 
the sideline to shout his 
protest and even did an 
acrobatic impression of the 
Milan defender’s fout. 

Van Gaal was ordered 
back to the bench by a 
UEFA official but continued 
to argue and went back only 
when Romanian referee Ion 
Craciunescu intervened, 

French midfielder Marcel 
Desailly, who performed 
well to keep the pressure off 
his defence, moved up to

“In the first half a lot of Ajax players 
were not performing at their normal 
level and Milan were the better team,” 
van Gaal said after the 1-0 victory over 
the holders. 

“That’s why I was very angry at half- 
time because I didn’t want us to throw 
it away in the final after playing so well 
all season. 

“We were lucky that Milan didn’t 
score in the first half and having 
survived that it gave us a great chance 
to win the game.” 

Van Gaal brought on teenage 
attackers Nwankwo Kanu and Patrick 
Kiuivert in the second half and the ploy 
worked with Kluivert scoring the 
winner five minutes from time. 

“After the changes we played as

Ajax have done all season,” said the 
satisfied coach, who led the Dutch side 
to UEFA Cup success in 1992. 

Milan coach Fabio Capello was 
naturally unhappy about Milan’s 
second defeat in the last three finals.

For the third decade in a row, 
Dutch soccer has produced a team 
that sparkles with talent and shows 
the rest of Europe how the 
game should be played. 

But how long will the 
young stars of new 
Champions Cup titlist Ajax 
be prepared to avoid big- 
money moves to Italy and 
Spain? 

In contrast to big-spending 
AC Milan, the former 
European titlist defeated 1-0 
by Ajax in last Wednesday’s 
final in Vienna, Ajax has a 
more modest approach when 
it comes to creating a 
winning team. 

No tens of millions of 
dollars are expended on 
securing the services of the 
game’s best known 
international stars. Ajax 
instead focuses its efforts on 
bringing players through the 
ranks of its outstanding youth 
team. 

Only two players fielded 
against Milan were over 25- 
years-old with the late match- 
winning goal being prodded 
into the net by the darling of 
the youth team, 18-year-old 
Patrick Kluivert. 

But the very success of 
Ajax’s youthful side may 
prove to be its Achilles heel 
as wealthy Italian and Spanish 
teams took around to buy 
fresh talent to revive their 
fortunes. 

“He’s used a very 
effective, very efficient youth 
system, producing extremely 
talented players,” said Keir 
Radnedge, editor of the 
respected monthly World 
Soccer magazine, 

“But players like (Marc) 
Overmars are jikely to go 
soon. He, and others, have 
publicly expressed interest in 
moving abroad and some 
pressure has been applied to 
make them stay,” Radnedge said. 

The lure of multi-million dollar 
contracts and the opportunity to 
revel in the near rock-star status 
enjoyed by players in the Italian 
Serie A and Spanish leagues will 
likely prove too great a magnet to 
resist for some of Ajax’s 
youngsters. 

The 1970s team that created “total 
football” and contained standout 
talents such as Johann Cruyff, Johann 
Neeskens and Rudi Krol, just 
couldn’t afford to stay around in 
Dutch soccer. Cruyff went to Spain 
and now is manager of Barcelona, 
Neeskens also went to Barcelona and 
Krol went to Italy to play for Napoli. 

In the eighties, Dutch 
international stars, Ruud Gullit, 
Marco Van Basten and Frank 
Rijkaard all accepted lucrative 
contracts with Milan and left the 
Netherlands’ domestic league behind. 

Van Gaal recognises that the 
“Dutch connection” is a tried and 


tested formula for Italian and 
Spanish clubs and is understandably 
cautious when discussing the future 
of his players. 

Asked if knew where his young 
stars would be next year, he 
responded, jokingly, “They are all 
going to Tokyo, Japan.” 

That was nothing to do with 
Japan’s J-League. It was a reference 


to the intercontinental showdown 
later this summer between the new 
European champions and the their 
still to be decided South American 
counter-parts. 

Pressed by reporters if any of his 
team would be playing in Italy next 
season, van Gaal couldn’t resist a 
barbed jibe at rivals Milan. The 
faltering Italian giant failed to qualify 
for next years European Champions 
Cup and will instead play in the 
lower profile UEFA Cup. 

“They (Ajax players) can go to the 
promised land and play in the UEFA 
cup but I think it would be better for 
them to stay with Ajax,” he said. 

Despite van Gaal’s protective 
remarks the Amsterdam sides fans 
will be watching the transfer market 
anxiously this summer. 

“There’s a certain degree of 
inevitability that players will leave 
Ajax,” Radnedge said. “The club just 
doesn’t have enough money to keep 
them.”

Berlusconi, a former premier 
whose television empire is under 
fire of leftwing reformers, said he 
was saddened with his team's 
defeat, which he considered 
undeserved. 

“We played as good as Ajax, if 


not better. Certainly the team did 


better than in the final won 
against Benfica in this same 
stadium (in 1990). But so goes 
soccer,” said Berlusconi who 


_ watched from the stands at the 


Ernst Happei stadium. 
“Milan’s cycle is not over. We 
have a number of good players 


and with a few changes we are

businessman said, 


AC Milan, one of the richest 
and highest-spending Italian 
clubs, has already signed 
Liberian-born striker George 
Weah for the next season, on a 
$A10 million deal with 
Paris Saint Germain. 

Berlusconi said that 
other reinforcements could 
be expected. 

He also blamed the 
absence of his favourite 
player, Dejan Savicevic, 
for the loss of _the 
European title which Milan 
had won in Athens last 
year by trouncing Spain’s 
Barcelona 4-0. 

The inspirational 
Montenegrin forward, 
Milan’s decisive player in 
the semi-final round 
against Saint Germain, was 
sidelined by a thigh injury 
Telapse on the eve of the 
final. 

“We paid for a certain 
absence (of Savicevic), and 
for the lack of a real 
centerforward, a problem 
which bothered us 
throughout the season,” 
Berlusconi said. 

Sending a political 
message, Berlusconi added 
“I hope that they don’t try 
to expropriate my team 
too, now that we have lost 
in Europe.” 

Coach Fabio Capello 
was pragmatic. “You can’t 
always live in Paradise,” he 
said. 

Milan was the most 
successful Italian team on 
the domestic and 
international scene in the 
last decade.

As a losing Champions 
Cup finalist — and a loser 
to Turin rival Juventus in

“We are also looking 
forward to the next Italian title 
to be back into the Champions 
League quickly.”

Soccer's day 
of shame 


It is 10 years since the Heysel Stadium 
riots whieh saw 39 Juventus fans 
killed. Adam Cox of Reuters reports. 


A decade after one of the worst disasters in sporting 

history, vivid and gruesome memories of the Heysel 
stadium tragedy refuse to fade for the Liverpool players and 
soccer fans who witnessed it. 

Thirty nine people died after rioting by English 
supporters caused a wall in the Brussels stadium to collapse 
on May 29, 1985. 

It changed many peoples’ lives forever. 

“It’s the worst thing I’ve ever been associated with in 
football,” said former Liverpool player Mark Lawrenson. 

The disaster happened just before Liverpool were due’to || 
face Juventus of Turin in the European Cup final, the 
highlight of the European soccer calendar. 

“Our dressing room was virtually underneath where the 
wall collapsed. At the time, we didn’t know exactly what 
was happening. 

We'd heard sporadic reports that there'd been some 
trouble,” he told Reuters. “But it was all a bit sketchy.” 

It gradually dawned on the players that fans had probably 
been killed. But they were told that in the interest of 
preventing further rioting the game would have to be 
played. 

“It was eerie,” Lawrenson said. “We came out and looked 
immediately for our families, our girlfriends.” 

Lawrenson remembered 
confusion first © and 
eventually shame. No one 
wanted to play.. For 
Lawrenson the game was 
mercifully short as he 
dislocated his shoulder 90sec 
after it began. 

Many people at the game 
had no idea what had 
happened, unlike millions of 
television viewers who had 
watched the rioting and camage from close-up. 

“When they started the game we thought, it can’t be that 
Serious, It was only when we got back to the hotel that we 
saw,” said Ted Norris, a Liverpool fan who is now 48. 

The next morning Brussels was in a state of shock. 
Liverpool fans, who received the brunt of the blame, got on 
their buses and went back to England. 

The tragedy was triggered by scores of English fans, many 
drunk, charging at Juventus supporters. The pressure from 
the charge was so great a brick wall collapsed. 

Geert Linnebank, a Reuter correspondent, remembers the 
scenes of camage. 

“I got there to see complete pandemonium — enormous 
rows of ambulances and lots of rescue workers,” he said. 
“And the dead were piled into a little spot between the 
grandstand and this block where the riot had started.” 

The number quickly increased. 

“Some of them were really maimed beyond recognition. 
They didn’t look like people 
anymore because they had 
been crushed,” he said. 

He can still see before him 
one particular corpse — a 
middle aged man whose leg 
was twisted behind his head. 
“Tt was like a bag of bones,” 
he said. 

Liverpool fans were 
smeared with abuse by the 
British press, the European 
soccer community and ordinary people. But they remain 
angry at the way they were vilified. 

Norris was in a convoy of six buses which police escorted 
all the way from Dover to Liverpool. 

Liverpool fans say some of the blame should lie with 
UEFA, Europe’s governing football body, and the Brussels 
authorities for not separating Liverpool and Juventus fans 
by a crowd of “neutral” supporters. Police presence in the 
stadium was also deemed to be too small. 

Tim, a 50-year-old teacher who supports Liverpool's rival 
Everton, lived in Italy at the time. 

After the game, people threw bricks through the window || 
of his school. He did not mind that, but did care when an 
Italian woman he loved, spat out: “You Liverpool bastard.” 

English teams were banned from European competition 
for five years and Liverpool for six after the tragedy. 

Lawrenson revisited the Heysel stadium years later. 
“The first thing I did was look for the spot (where it 
happened),” he said. 

“There was a tremendous sense of shame, well I suppose 
guilt.”

Issue eight begins with a 
small account of the 1953 Lord’s 
Test match between Australia 
and England with England 
needing 343 on the last day and 
standing at 73 for four after just 
one a half hours of play (Hutton, 
Kenyon, Graveney and 


Compton 
incumbents). 
Willie Watson of Yorkshire 
and England was at the crease 
for most of the day and was 
joined by Trevor Bailey, for his 
defensive qualities. Against an 
attack of Ray Lindwall, Keith 
Millar and Ritchie Benaud they 
lasted the day before Watson 
was out just before close of play 
and so the day was saved (shame 
our lads cannot seem to show 
this sort of urgency these days!) 
What this has to do with a 
“footie fanzine” is not clear until 
the answer presents itself. Willie 
Watson of Yorkshire and 
England was the self same Willie 
Watson of Sunderland and 
England and one of the very few 
“dual internationals” to grace 
both games. The article goes on 
to describe Willie’s career but 
you'll have to purchase the 
fanzine for the other details. 
There is also an article about 
“slim Jim Baxter” which covers 
his career in football with a 
brief interlude at Roker Park of 


being 


course and the FA Youth Cup 
winning side of 1966/67. All the 
articles mentioned are of a high 
quality and extremely well 
researched and should bring 
back a heap of memories for 
some (Stan the man?). Raich 
Carter is well mentioned in this 
issue too and touches on his war 
service match record after he 
joined the RAF and played in 
their representative side during 
the hostilities. Having started 
playing for Sunderland in 
1932/33 he played his final 
game for them in the 1938/39 
season. 

After the war he had been 
transferred to Derby where he 
won a medal in the 1946 FA 
Cup final. In 1947/48 saw him 
transferred again, to Hull City 
this time, where he finished his 
playing days after the 1951/52 
season. 

His league record stood to a 
total of 451 games and 215 goals 
or 10 put it another way, almost 
one goal for every two matches, 
not a bad record at all for a 
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UK SOCCER SUPPORTERS 
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career spanning some 20 years 
or so. 

The “disclaimer” at the start 
of the ‘zine is very well written 
and goes like this: “ROKER 
ROAR is independent and is you 
wish to make a contribution 
with article on your favourite 
player, memorable match or 
merely anything connected with 
Sunderland, then please feel free 
to write, RR is not meant to be 
a satirical mag or to poke fun at 
the club or its players. It is 
meant to be a good tead for red 
and white fanatics.” 

This is a statement which 
Tings true within ihe pages as it 
does not profess to, be the usual 
kind of fanzine in that it reports 
on the recent games and moans 
about the current problems 
within the club that has upset the 
fans. 

However, the content does 
reflect a “byegone” era of the 
club's history shall we say and 
for that along it makes for great 
value and a terrific read. 

At 28 pages it is smaller than 


a lot of fanzines on the market 
but the content more than 
makes up for this. One last 
article to mention is the sad 
ending of one of the game great 
players and managers. Brian 
Clough who's career was 
finished premateurly when 
playing for Sunderland against 
Bury in 1962. Between 1955 
and 61 he played for 
Middlesborough and from 
19961/62 to 19962/63 for 
Sunderland but his record is 
quite outstanding. 

He played some 271 League 
games during that time and 
scored a massive 251 goals! 
What a record and what a shame 
that this was brought to an end 
because of injury. Anyone 
doubting the talents of the great 
man must surely be impressed.

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n 1874 Aston Villa were 
Trormea, first playing at 
the Aston Lower grounds 
amusement park. In 1876 
they moved to a ground in 
Perry Park, Birmingham. 

In 1888 saw a committee 
member of Aston Villa, 
William McGregor, propose 
a revolutionary Football 
League. It started the same 
year, and Villa finished 
runners-up. They were a well 
drilled side and already had 
recorded their largest FA Cup 
victory, 13-0 against 
Wednesbury Athletic in 1886. 
The next year, and a year 
before their league debut, 
Villa beat WBA 2-0 in the FA 
Cup final. 

In 1889 was not a kind 
year for Aston Villa. In 
February Blackburn defeated 
Villa 8-1 in the FA Cup, and 
in October beat the Villans 7- 
0 in the league. By 1892 
things were looking up, Villa 
defeating Accrington 12-2. In 
February 1893 Perry Barr 
held an amateur international 
match, In 1893/94 was to be 
Aston Villa’s, as they took 
out their first Division One 
title. 

In 1895 they took out the 
FA Cup, defeating WBA 1-0 
in the final. In 1895/96 and 
1896/97's Division One titles

went to Aston Villa. In 1897 
they also won the FA Cup, 
beating Everton 3-2. This was 
only the second time that the 
double had been achieved. A 
week later they returned to a 
transformed Aston Lower 
grounds, becoming known as 
Villa Park later on. 

At the tum of the century 
Villa were again at the top of 
English football. They won 
Division One by two points 
in both 1898/99 and 
1899/1900, They were 
Tunners-up in 1902/03, and 
won the FA Cup again in 
1905. The side that won that 
Cup final performed 
exceptionally well in the 
final, defeating Newcastle 2- 
0. 


In 1907/08 they came 
Tunners-up to Manchester 
United, but two seasons later 
they took out their sixth 
Division One title. A season 
later, a last day loss to 
Liverpool and a last day win 
by Manchester United handed 
United the Division One title 
by a point over Villa, 

In 1912/13 they were 
Tunners-up again, and one of 
their victories that season 
was a 10-0 win over Sheffield 
Wednesday. They did win the 
FA Cup that season, The 
following season they were 
Tumners up in Division One 
yet again. 

The return of the FA Cup 
after WWI saw Villa take it 
home again as they defeated

Huddersfield in the final 1-0. 
In 1925 Villa won another 
game 10-0, this time against 
Burley in Division One. 

In 1930/31 was another 
season where the club were 
Tunners-up, this time to 
Arsenal, creating one 
Division One record, that of 
most goals in a season, 128, 
Waring scoring 49 and 
Houghton 30. In 1933 saw 
the club come runners-up in 
the league yet again. 

In the early part of the 
1935/36 season Villa lost 0-7 
to WBA. Villa finished that 
season second last and were 
relegated for the first time. 
Just before WWII, in 1938, 
the Villans won the second 
division title to win a retum. 
to the top flight. During 
WWII one stand was an air 
raid shelter, and the dressing 
Toom was occupied by a rifle 
company from the Royal 
Warwickshire Regiment. 

On the 02/03/1946 76,588 
people saw Villa play Derby 
at Villa Park, in round six of 
the first FA Cup after the 
war, Derby won 4-3 in a 
great game. Through the 
1950s Villa remained in 
Division One, although only 
missed relegation in 1956 by 
having a better goal 
difference than Huddersfield

Town. 


In 1957 they defeated 
Manchester United 2-1 to 
take the FA Cup again. In 
1959 they were relegated but 
the following year bounced 
straight back up as they 
Pipped Cardiff for the 
division Two title. One 
victory that year saw the final 
score read Aston Villa 11 
Charlton 1. 

In 1961 the club became 
the first to win the league 
Cup, coming from a 0-2 first 
leg deficit to win 3-2. They 
won the League Cup again in 
1975, 1977, and 1994, 

There were occasional 
setbacks, in 1964 Villa lost 0- 
7 to Manchester United in the 
league. In 1967 they were 
relegated to division Two, 
and in 1970 found themselves 
in Division Three for the 
Very first time. Two seasons 
later they won division three 
by five-points, and in 1975 
were promoted back to 
Division One, the same year 
as their second League cup 
Success, 

In 1980/81 Villa broke the 
Liverpool dominance by 
winning Division One. Yet 
the Merseyside influence was 
there, as Villa’s captain was 
born in Liverpool,
